If exposed to the | 
air, it absorbs oxygen and becomes | 
brown and ultimately solid. The | 


quantity of nicotine contained in to- 
bacco varies from two to eight per 
cent, the coarser kinds containing | 
the larger quantity, while the best | 
Havana cigars seldom contain more | 
than two per cent, and often legs. 
Nicotine does not appear in tobacco 


smoke. It is split into Pyridine and | 
collodine. Of these, the latter is Said | 
to be the less active and to pre. | 


ponderate in cigar smoke, while the | 
smoke from pipes contains a larger | 
amount of pyridine.

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MOTORISTS SHOULD GET 1926 

LICENSE PLATES AT ONCE 


Only a few more days remain be- 
fore January 30 in which California 
| motorists can get their 1926 license 
plates without paying a penalty of a 
| double registration fee, under the 
law. The California State Automo-
